(Nees) Stapf, has been reported from Japan for 
the first time. This grass was found in 
Tokunoshima Island, Amami Prov., Kagoshima 
Prefecture in the southern part of Japan in 2003. 
Although H. rufa was introduced to Okinawa 
Prefectural Livestock Experimental Station in 
1983, it has not been grown outside this institute. 
The relationships between the current occurrence 
and the past introduction are unclear.
